London. Feb. 10. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Cunea, dated Tuesday even- 
ing, February 10, says that all was quiet 
there when the occupation 'of the" Island 
of Creto was completed on the night of 
Monday. February 15. The command- 
ers of the foreign squadrons sent a joint 
note to Ismail Boy, the newly appointed 
governor, the successor to Prince George 
Berovitch, who had resignei, informing 
him that they had addressed an ulti- 
matum to the commodore of the Greek 
fleet, requiring him to withdraw from 
Cretan waters. They requested Ismail 
Bey to find a way of notifying the in- 
surgents of the fact of summoning them 
to give up their arms, also of informing 
them that the powers had taken meas- 
ures to prevent Greece from interfering 
in the affaire of Crete. An Italian officer 
was also despatched with a flag of truce 
to the lines of the insurgents at Akrotiri. 
He delivered the message, but the chief 
insurgent replied that they would main- 
tain their present position and send a 
definite reply in behalf of the revolu- 
tionary assembly on Monday. Their 
action will probably depend on the course 
adopted by Colonel Vasses, commander 
of the Grecian forces on the 
Island of Crete. Captain Mandato 
was sent to Platonia where an outpost 
of the insurgents conducted him to the 
camp of the GreekB. Col. Vasses re- 
mained till night and then departed. 
He said he did not recognize the Turkish 
vali, but would execute the orders of the 
King of Greece and occupy Crete. Cap- 
tain Mandato reports that the Gresks 
have two battalions of infantry, one of 
artillery and two mountain guns, to- 
gether 'with many Greek volunteers. 
The Greek army of occupation has taken 
up a position between Galata and Pla- 
tonia. 

HtM.S. Camperdown and Alert are 
watching the neighboring coast. Firing 
waB heard all day in the western dis- 
tricts. The Greek commodore has 
not yet replied to the ultimatum is- 
sued by the powers. The Hydra and 
two smaller Greek warships appeared oil' 
Canea to-day. One of the small war- 
shins departed from the harbor at sun- 
set. The French cruiser left im- 
mediately in the same direction. E very- 
thing now depends on the decision of 
the Greek government, whose predica- 
ment is unenviable. 

Prime Minister Delyannia can hardly 
have forgotten the consequences of re- 
sistance to Europe in 1880, and he lias 
already done more than enough to clear 
himself of the accusation by his oppon- 
ents of indifference to the interests of 
Hellenism. 

The situation at Retisno is alarming. 
The consuls urgently demand the im- 
mediate landing of troops for the pur- 
pose of saving from pillage the houses of 
the Christians. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Vienna says it is reported that the 
powers have addressed a collective note 
to Greece demanding the withdrawal of 
her naval and military forces from the 
island of Crete within 18 hours, failing 
which the port of Pixaeus will be block- 
aded and general hostilities commenced. 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Standard says that the insurgents on the 
island of Crete are everywhere swearing 
loyalty to Fling George of Greece. Five 
hundred troops) started to-day , Tuesday , 
tnd will land on the island of Crete 
Wednesday. Great quantities of stores, 
provisions and munitions of war are also 
being dispatched to Crete. The foreign 
ministers, the German representative 
excepted, have collectively advised the 
government to recall the Greek troops., 
but this is not regarded as seriously. En 
an unbroken stream the refugees con- 
tinue to arrive from Crete. 

A despatch to the Times from Paris 
Bays that the Memorial Diplomatique 
states that Fuad Pasha will command 
the Turkish army corps ordered to the 
Tnessaliarj frontier. 

The Constantinople papers announce 
that Assim liey, the Turkish minister at 
Athens, has been appointed a mem her 
of the counsel of state ; also, that he was 
given an audience and dined with the 
King at the palace last night, and that 
he is to return to Constantinople imme- 
diately. 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Constantinople eays that the Turkish 
Minister of Marino Hassan Pasha, has 
been ordered to prepare six ships for sea. 

A dispatch to the Times from Con- 
stantinople says that orders have been 
given for military measures on the 
Thessalian frontier for the purpose of 
checking any advance of Greek bands, 
and to provide for any eventuality which 
may arise. 

Henry Norman, who went to Wash- 
ington aB special correspondent to the 
Chronicle during the discussion of the 
Venezuela troubles, has just arrived at 
AtheriB. He telegraphs that 1,400 Greek 
troops, carrying sis: guns, have been 
lauded at Kolunbard, seven miles from 
Canea. Eight thousand Cretans joined 
them. If the powers had not landed the 
marines Canea would have been occu- 
pied by tho Greeks and Cretans within 
a few hours. The government has offi- 
cially informed the powers that Greece 
is unable to reverse her policy in the 
matter of occupation of Creto. 

Athens, Feb. 16, — Minister of Foreign 
Affairs SkouseB, replying to the foreign 
ministers, eaid that the despatch of 
Greek troops to Crete is not aggres- 
sive, but that it is calculated to pacify 
the island and strengthen the European 
peace, for which matters Greece has the 
greatest solicitude. 
The Greek troops in Creto, it is an- 



proclamation of Colonel Vassoa, com- 
mander of the Grecian forces at Platonic, 
is dated from the convent of Gonia, and 
reads: 

" CretanB, you are suffering from the 
present state of anarchy and are exposed 
to the excesses of a fanatical populace — 
excesses which have 'awakened the 
national sentiment and have deeply 
stirred the Hellenic people. This 
lamentable situation of a people of 
the same race and Bitme religion, 
having common destinies with our- 
selves could not any longer be allowed to 
exiBt. The King of the HelleneB, my 
august master, has resolved to end this 
state of things by a military occupation 
of Crete. In proclaiming this occupa- 
tion to the inhabitants without distinc- 
tion of religion or nationality, I promise 
in the name of His Majesty to protect 
honor, life and property, and to respect 
the religious convictions of the inhabit- 
ants, while bringing them peace and 
law." 

Tito classeB of the naval reserves have 
been called out. The Greek ironclad 
Spezia has arrived from Toulon. The 
Napolidi Roumania regiment started for 
Crete to-night. The Kalamata regiment 
will follow to-morrow. 

The Macedonian and Cretan commit- 
tees have agreed to pursue the policy of 
united action in regard to the troubles 
in Crete.

TRANSVAAL RAID INQUIRY. 

Cecil Rhodes Points to the Greek Incursion 
to Crete as a Parallel. 

London, Feb. 10.— The South African 
committee appointed by parliament to 
inquire into the Transvaal raid met to- 
day in Westminster Hall. The hall was 
crowded with .members of parliament, 
counsel, ladies, thirty reporters and 
others interested in the inquiry. Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes, accompanied by his coun- 
sel, Mr. F. B. Flawkesley, entered the 
hall briskly. 

Mr. Ithodes, after being sworn, read a 
long statement which he said covered 
the whole ground. This statement went 
at length into the discontent caused by 
the restrictions and impositions of the 
Transvaal government, by the corrupt 
administration of the government and 
denial of civil rights until the position of 
foreigners at Johannesburg became in- 
tolerable. 

Mr. Rhodes' manner during cross-ex- 
amination was very abrupt and defiant. 
Pressed as to what right he had to send 
troops to the Transvaal frontier, Rhodes 
replied: " I have very probably done 
wrong ; but there is another movement 
now which has much support, namely, 
the incursion of the Greeks on Crete. 
That's wrong, too. no doubt." 



ANOTHER ENGAGEMENT. 

Cuban Insurgent Leader Gomez Wounded— 
To Be Shot. 

Havana, Feb. 16.— Private adviceB re- 
ceived here contain assurances that an 
engagement occurred between the 
Spanish troops commanded by Colonel 
Arjona, en route from Arroyo Blanco to 
Ciego Avila, and General Gomez. It 
is reported that General Gomez 
was wounded in the same leg and 
nearly in the same place where 
he was wounded a year ago. Leader 
Roses took command of the insurgent 
forces, so the claim is made, until the 
arrival of Gen. Carrillo. According to 
the reports, the horse upon which 
Gomz was mounted was killed, but he 
continued riding all day.

Out of It. 

Niagara Falls, N.Y., Feb. 16. — Mem- 
bers of the Behriug Sea claims commis- 
sion were in town on Sunday on the way 
home from Victoria, B.C. Mr. Lansing, 
one of the counsel for the United States, 
was asked whether the United States 
has a better chance to get a favorable de- 
cision that in the original Behring Sea 
arbitration. " We do not expect to have 
to pay all that Great Britain demands, 
by any means," he replied. "There 
are 20 claims, which, with interest, 
aggregate between $800,000 and 
$1,000,000. We have proved, I think, 
that in several cases the vessels seized 
wero the property of American citizens, 
and in those cases, of course, Great Bri- 
tain cannot recover. There is no doubt, 
however, that the seizures of the vesselB 
were made illegally, though in a good 
cause — that of protecting the seals. One 
nation cannot take international law into 
its own hands. We should have made 
demands on Great Britain for indemnity 
instead of making tho seizures, so we 
shall have to pay for it bo far as we are 
iuptly liable. There is no getting out of 
it."

The 
sailors of the various nations 
then marched to the quarters pre- 
pared for them by the authorities at the 
request of the Italian admiral, the senior 
commanding oflicer, who also arranged 
the order of precedence in landing. The 
British forces occupy the large buildings 
adjoining the telegraph office. 

The great majority of the Mohamme- 
dan uopulation seemed apparently pleas- 
ed with the occupation of the island by 
the powers. Many of their leaders beg- 
ged that the occupation be extended to 
the whole island. Only a small minor- 
ity of the more fanatically disposed 
. seemed discontented. It was arranged 
that, tho occupation of Heraklion and 
Retimo should take place simultaneous- 
ly it possible. Without doubt the land- 
ing of the troops will produce a great ef- 
fect upon the Christians and tend to re- 
store peace. 

Mushavir Ismail Bey, after a confer- 
ence with the military authorities, ad- 
dressed a note to the foreign admirals 
stating that he gladly accepted the occu- 
ptition and that he hoped it might be 
extended to Sitia, Kisamo, Selino and 
elsewhere. 

The flight of Prince George Berovitch, 
governor ut the Island of Crete, and the 
re-ignation of Ihraham Pusha, brings 
allairs on the Island of Crete to a crisis. 
Mustafa Pasha, second in command of 
ttie troops, in at Heraklion, and Edhem 
Pasha, commandant of the fortress, is 
disabled by a wound. Thus both the 
civil and the military powers are in a 
state of abeyance. Chaos is complete. 
Ismail Bey has been appointed civil gov- 
ernor of Crete, succeeding Prince George 
Berovitch. Mussulman Badeyes has 
b;en elected mayor of Caneo. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from 
Athens says that the commander of an 
English ironclad threatened the com- 
mander of one of the Greek cruisers that 
he would sink his boat if he again tired 
at the Turkish transport. The Chronicle 
also gives dispatches relating to the sub- 
stance of an interview between Prince 
George of Greece and the British Ad- 
miral at Canea, and vouches for their 
absolute correctness. The Prince having 
admitted that his orders were to prevent 
tlie disembarking of Turkish troops by 
force if necessary, the admiral without 
any reservation declared that he had 
strict orders to use every means in his 
power to prevent the execution of the 
plans of thePrince, and, however much he 
might regret it, he had no option 
in the matter. He- then desired 
to know the Prince's intentions 
under the circumstances. Prince 
(Jeorge replied that he should execute 
to the letter the service with which he 
had been entrusted. The Chronicle edi- 
torially denounces in a highly indignant 
manner the foregoing treatment of a 
friendly Prince and nation, and says that 
it will cause a thrill of passionate shame 
to enter the heart of every man caring 
for freedom. The Chronicle's editorial 
then extiorts Greece in God's name to 
go on. 

Prom ono of the ambassadors in Lon- 
don, wnoae name cannot be published, a 
representative of the Associated Press 
has obtained the following information : 
The King of Greece is determined at all 
costs to carry out the annexation of 
Crete. In this he has the complete 
sympathy and every possible assistance 
upon the nart of the Queen, the Prince 
of Wales, the royal family of Denmark, 
and the Czar, consistent with the neces- 
saiy official attitude of the powers in 
view of the Turkish situation. The 
agreement of the powers provides for 
the occupation of Canea, Heraklion and 
Retimo only, and they will, prevent any 
landing of troops or ammunition at these 
points. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from Con 
stantinople says the council of ministers 
sat until early this (Tuesday) morning. 
It is impossible to learn whether any de- 
cision was arrived at or not, but it ap- 
pears that Turkey is extremely unwill- 
ing to make the Cretan question a casus 
belli with Greece. 

Tho Athens correspondent of the 
Standard says that a high Greek official 
lias assured him that Emperor William 
was largely influential in bringing about 
the present solution, which extricated 
Greece from an embarrassing position 
and which guarantees peace and order 
for the island of Crete. Public anxiety 
has been greatly relieved and it is con- 
sidered that the crisis is at an end. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from Vi- 
enna says M. Delyannis Iuib declined to 
accept the responsibility for his war- 
like action and rebigned. The King, 
however 1 , has refused to accept his resig- 
nation. 

Tho Rome correspondence of the Daily 
Mail says that Crete now practically be- 
longs to Greece, If Turkey accepts the 
situation the marines will withdraw and 
Crete de facto passes under the sover- 
eignity of Greece. The Grecian govern- 
ment assents to this arrangement, and 
Piince George and his flotilla will be 
withdrawn from Cretan waters. 

A dispatch to the Tillies from Constan- 
tinople says the porte is sending a note 
to Greece and threatens to break oil' dip. 
loinatic relations unless the Greek Fqui d- 
H,n is withdraw.) from Turkish waters 



ing yesterday afternoon the naval com 
manders ijsiied a summons addressed to 
the commander of the Greek army at 
Platonic to withdraw his troops, and the 
insurgents were called upon to cease hos- 
tilities pending the decision of tho pow- 
ers as to the future of Crete. To this 
tho Greek commander replied : "I have 
come here with fotir battalions of Greek 
troops with orders to occupy thia coun- 
try, and I must carry out my orders 
pending further instructions." The or- 
der of the foreign admirals being con- 
fined to preventing the landiijgof Greek 
forces r.t Canea and Retimo, they could 
not interfere with the Greeks. 

Later.— Officer Gen. D'Arraea has sent 
toAkrollrito notify tho insurgents of 
tho joint occupation of Canea by tho 
forces of tho powers, and calling upon 
them to lay down their arms and cease 
hostilities." Tho insurgent leaders prom- 
ised to consider the matter, and, it is 
understood, will send a delegation for 
that purpose to Canea. 

A great massacre is reported to- have 
occurred at Siti, and tho Italian war- 
ship Daria has been hastily dispatched 
to that place. 

Athens, Feb. 16.— It is generally be- 
lieved here that the Cretan feature of 
the Eastern question is now almost a 
thing of the past, and tho landing of 
Greek troops on the Island of Crete 
yesterday afternoon is not likely to turn 
out a casus belli between Turkey and 
Gusece. The absolute decision of Greece 
to persist in the occupation of Crete and 
the protection of the Christians of that 
island in spite of the attitude of the 
powers is formed on tho declaration of 
the Cretans that they are prepared to 
shed the last drop of their blood in order 
to accomplish their national aspirations, 
which, they add, cannot bo satisfied by 
anything short of complete union with 
Greece. These circumstances were com- 
municated by Greece to the powers, and 
the policy of the Greek government has 
been carried out in every point. An 
order of the minister of war, M. Sinolen- 
itz.has been gazetted, appointing Colonel 
Vasse aide-de-camp of the King and 
commander of the Greek army corps 
landed yesterday at Platonic, a short 
distance from Canea. 

After explaining that the action of 
Greece is due to the fact that she is un- 
able to tolerate any longer the " lamen- 
table situation of the Cnristians (in 
Crete) to whom we are united by the 
sacred ties of religion," the order pro- 
ceeds, " the government consequently 
decide to occupy the island in the name 
of King Georgo* and raise his flag over 
the fortresses of which we will take pos- 
session. All your actions shall be ac- 
complished in conformity with Greek 
laws in the name of King George and on 
the responsibility of his government. 
So soon as you have landed you will 
publish a proclamation announcing the 
occupation of the island by Greek 
troops." 

This has been done. Colonel Vaseess, 
after landing at Platonic, issued a pro- 
clamation to the Cretan people, an- 
nouncing the occupation of the island in 
the name of King George of Greece and 
calling upon the Turks to surrender to 
the Greek forces. The reservists, who 
have been called to the colors, are rap- 
idly registering at the diil'erent military 
centres, but it is hoped that the moBt 
serious difficulty to bo anticipated is 
the possible severance of diplomatic re- 
lations between Greece and Turkey. 

But the annexation of Crete to Greece, 
a result foreshadowed by dispatches at 
tho commencement of the disturbance, 
is now a fait accompli, and it is not 
thought likely thf.t the powerB will do 
anything further in the matter than 
they have done, namely, formally oc- 
cupying the island for the present. 

It is announced that Prince Nicholas 
is to start for Larissa, Thesealy, with his 
regiment to-morrow, and the greatest 
enthusiasm is manifested in military cir- 
cles. King George, the royal family, 
and the government are now in the 
highest possible favor with the people, 
and Prince George is certain of receiving 
a grand welcome when he returns to the 
Piraeus with bis torpedo fleet. 

Athens, Feb. 15. — Replying to tho col- 
lective note of the powers, the Grecian 
government has declared that its inter- 
vention in the affairs of Crete is justified 
by the massacres there and that it is not 
due to a desire to disturb the island. The 
Greek government announces that it is 
determined to continue to dispatch 
troops for the purpose of restoring order. 
Great excitement prevails here. The 
reserves of 1872-73 have been called up- 
on to rejoin their colors within 48 hours. 
Crowds continue to throng the rooms of 
the legislative chamber, anxious for news 
from Retimo, Oandia and Canea, where 
the Christiana are in the minority. Two 
steamers full of insurgents started for 
Crete at midnight. Tho rebels on the 
island are divided into three bodies. 
They are commanded in the vicinity of 
Candia by a captain of engineers and in 
the vicinity of Canea by a captain of ar- 
tillery. 

According to a dispatch received here 
from Crete this afternoon, Greek troopB 
have attacked and occupied Fort Aghia, 
capturing -100 Turks, including 100 
soldiers. 

Constantinople, Feb. 16,— A council 
of ministers bus -been sitting' at the 
Yildiz Kiosk all day. As a state of war 
between Greece and Turkey now practi- 
cally exists, it is believed that tho coun- 
cil will decide to recall the Turkish min- 
ister at Athens, As Imbey, and givo the 
Greek minister, Prince Maurocordate, 
his passports. 

Cologne, Germany, Feb. 10.— A dis- 
patch to the Cologne Gazette from Canea 
savs that Greek warships are stopping 
Turkish merchantmen.

— The Big Banan, 
T ir^e Sifters and Lilly claims, on Tex- 
ala ie'and, have enly been recently 
licated, but present eery evidence of 
developing excellent property. The 
two former claims carry silver, copper 
and i ron, while the Lilly, in addition, 
show h indications of gold. The locators 
will at nii>:e return and prosecute the 
work with vigor, and expect t>y the 24th 
of May to have the ledges well opened 
up. 

At a meeting of the Nanaimo fire de- 
partment held on Friday night it was 
decided that the department was willing 
that the city council should sell its two 
hose carts and hand engine provided it 
was willing to replace them with more' 
modern appliances.

Duncan, Feb. 14.— (Special)— The pro- 
posed railway from Duncans has the ad- 
vantages of a good grade the whole dis- 
tance, and the line would run tbrougli 
a maunificont belt of timber, probably 
the finest on tho v American continent. 
The amount of timber belonging to the 
Victoria Lumber Manufacturing Com- 
pany alone i3 estimated at about one 
billion and six million feet. The above 
company and others heavily interested 
have contemplated building a railway to 
handle the lumber in preference to using 
the Cowicban river. It may, therefore, 
be presumed that they would give 
material assistance towards the con- 
struction of this railwny. Cowicban 
lake, besides possessing almost unlim- 
ited forest wealth, has a world-wide 
reputation aB a pleasure resort, and 
with railway facilities, would in truth 
become the tourist's and sportsman's 
paradiee. 

Immediately tributary to this railway 
lies the Dunsmuirdistrict, which is com- 
ing rapidly to the fore as the most prom- 
ising held for the prospector on Vancou- 
ver Island. Many claims are already 
located, which, if they bear out the 
promise of the outcrop, will perhaps 
rival the far-famed Trail Creek mines. 
On all the creeks running- into Cowicban 
lake gold has been found. On Sutton 
creek some miles of placer claims are 
located. Asbestos has also been found 
in float in Hub creek. Shaw creek also ia 
well known for its placer gold. War- 
droper's creek and tbe mountains round 
it are full of mineral. Itnuienee expos- 
ures of iron capped ledges are to be seen 
which if properly tested might be found 
to conceal riches as great as the Koot 
enay possesseB. 

On the Nitinat river the A.nglo-Sason 
is not the first to try the richuess of the 
ore deposits. The Spaniard, whose 
greed for gold in times gone by ia eo well 
known, has left his mark on the country 
in tbe way of shafts and tunnels now 
full of water and debris and as yet hard 
ly even known or heard of by his suc- 
cessors in possession of Vancouver Is 
land. 

All this promising country is awaiting 
the advent of a railway to become a 
great ore shipping centre, and it will no 
doubt afford in itself, leaving out of con- 
sideration the expected contribution 
from the Alberni mining districts, suffi- 
cient ores to warrant the erection of a 
smelter at Boine convenient point in 
Cowichan, which is well adapted for 
this purpose. 

The proposed railway would traverse 
an agricultural tract from one end to the 
other, and aleo the only continuous 
valley from the East to the West coast, 
known to exiBt on Vancouver Island. 
The Nitinat valley contains a large area 
of agricultural land, and a portion of the 
timber in the valley of this river can 
only be made available by meanB of this 
railway. 

China creek and the mineral country 
surrounding would by means of this 
railway be afforded equal facilities 
for shipping their ores either 
to the East coast or the Pacific. 

The Cowichan vallev is very much in 
need of a further outlet for the large 
amount of agricultural products raised 
there and and the development of the 
mineral wealth and the opening up of 
the lumber industry by the building ol 
this railway would give Cowichan a 
much needed market. 

Dowicban basin is also known to over- 
lie the coal measures, and steps are 
being taken to utilize this great source 
of wealth. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to obtain particulars of the cost 
of boring, etc., and the formation of a 
company (the trials proving satisfactory) 
to develop the coal iB on the tapis. 

Starting at the Sansum Narrows and 
running by way of Maple Bay and 
through Somenos district is a zone of 
eruptive rocks seamed with very prom- 
ising quartz ledges, carrying copper and 
iron pyrites, which has by assay shown 
the presence of both gold and silver. 
Cowichan is tbe proud possessor of three 
magnificent land-locked harbors, viz., 
Horse Shoe Lay, Maple Lay and Cow- 
ichan Bay, therefore well adapted for a 
shipping port and the site of a smelter. 

Judge Harrison having been sum- 
moned to Victoria by .telegram, the 
County court, which ought to have been 
held at Duncan yesterday, has been 
postponed until the 23rd insjt. 

There has been a very general expres- 
sion of regret that Mr. Horn's motion 
condemning bonuses was allowed to pasB 
unopposed on Tuesday night. It was 
slipped through as the meeting broke up 
and many persons were leaving tbe 
room. It is felt that the resolution is of 
altogether too sweeping a character, and 
that an attempt to tie their hands bo 
closely would place our representatives 
in a somewhat undignified position.

THE CRETAN QUESTION. 

lireecc has demonstrated that the 
way to do a thing is to do it, While the 
powers have been debating aa to what 
should be done with Crete, Greece 
stepped quietly in and took possession 
of the island, for that is what the re- 
cent events there amounts to. This 
throws the responsibility of. the next 
atep in the premises upon Turkey or 
the great powers. Turkey will hardly 
undertake to dislodge the Grecian forces, 
although an invasion of Greece may 
follow. It will be a humiliating tiling 
for the Sultan to be obliged to submit to 
this piece of dispoilment without doing 
anything more than enter a diplomatic 
protest; but that seemato be all that is 
left for him, unless, indeed, he takes the 
responsibility of precipitating war, and 
thereby jeopardizing the remainder of 
his possessions. The proclamation of the 
Colonel commanding the Greek forces — 
that he had come to occupy the country 
— removes every doubt as to the nature 
of the crisis which has arisen. It can no 
longer be claimed that the object ol the 
Greek expedition was to prevent 
the abuse of the Crete Chris- 
tians at the hands of their Mohame- 
dan i tilers. I~t was to take the 
island from Turkey that the expedition 
Bet out, and it appears to have done its 
work very effectively and quietly. This 
is certainly a very remarkable thing, 
aud we fancy that we would nave to 
search a long time before finding a his- 
torical precedent for the acquisition of 
territory under such circumstances. 
Diplomatic relations between Greece 
and Turkey have not been suspended, 
and yet the former has done against 
the latt r, an act of the greatest hostil- 
ity. Invasion of the country of a friend- 
ly state and its virtual annexation to 
the invader is undoubtedly the mo&t ex- 
traordinary thing ever done in a time of 
peace. It is hardly possible that Greece 
has taken this unprecedented step with- 
out knowing just what support could he 
expected in the event of any armed re- 
sistance by Turkey. The incident fur- 
nishes additional evidence that the 
Turkish empire is an anomaly and an 
anachronism . 

Whether this will be the end of the 
incident is of course uncertain. We in- 
cline to the view that it will be, so tar 
as Crete is concerned; but it ia too 
much to expect that the example 
..I the islanders will not be followed by 
some of the people of the Balkan pro- 
vinces, and while it is easy to under- 
stand how the powers could regard with 
a gooil deal of complacency the acquisi- 
tion of Crete by Greece, when it comeB 
to determining the political status of 
parts of the Balkan peninsula, very dif- 
ficult questions arise. There is a possi- 
bility also that trouble may arise in Con- 
stantinople itself. The Sultan will lose 
enormously in prestige by tliis incident, 
and the Young Turk movement will gain 
in strength correspondingly. It is among 
the possibilities that the Sultan may 
determine to precipitate a crisis. Home 
months ago it was said that he declared 
Ilia intention, if his empire was doomed, 
to die lighting. There ia a point beyond 
which European diplomacy will have no 
influence with the Sublime Porto. This 
point will be reached it the religious 
fanaticism of the Sultan is aroused, and 
the great question now is whether that 
point has been or is likely to be reached. 
Regarded from a Turkish standpoint the 
Cretan incident shows that the Moham- 
medan ruler has no rights which Chris- 
tian governments consider themselves 
bound to respect. Will this precipitate 
the inevitable struggle between Islam 
iilid Christianity 



THE COMPANIES ACT. 

A very important measure is the Com- 
panies Act, which was introduced by the 
Attorney-General ou Monday. It is 
hardly possible in a single article to deal 
with all its noteworthy features, but 
some of them, may bo mentioned. Sec- 
tion 20 pro.vides that no compnny shall 
commence business until tea percent. of 
ita capital ahall be paid up ia cash, " ex- 
clusive of any amount payable otherwise 
than in caBh." A statutory declaration 
that this amount haa been subscribed 
must be filed with the Registrar. Pen- 
alties are attached to any violation of 
this provision. 

The provisions in regard to what the 
prospectus shall contain aro very full. 
It must be signed by every person 
named therein as director or as a pro- 
posed director. It shall contain : 

The contents of the memorandum of 
association with the names and ad- 
dresses of the signatories and theamount 
of the stock subscribed by them respec- 
tively ; 

The number of shares, if any, lixed by 
the articles as the qualification of a di- 
rector ; 

Similar information as to the direc- 
tors ; 

The minimum subscription ou which 
the company may do business and the 
minimum amount payable on applica- 
tion aud allotment of shares ; 

The number of shares and debentures 
issued or to be issued fully or partly paid 
up and the consideration for them ; 

The names and eddresses of the ven- 
dors of any property acquired by the 
company and how it is to be paid for. 

Full particulars as to commissions, 
preliminary expenses, payment to 
promoters and the consideration there- 
tor ; the amount reserved aB working 
capital; the purport of every material 
contract and fact known to the pro- 
moters, 

These provisions are based upon Lord 
Dudley's Act, which is now before the 
Imperial Parliament. Following the 
provisions of the Imperial Act, 53 and 
04 Vic, cap. 64, the bill makes the pro- 
moters and directors liable in damages 
to persons who sustain loss by 
reason of any false statements 
in the prospectuses. With the 
qualification that if the untrue state- 
statement iB not in the nature of an 
expert report reasonable ground for be- 
lieving it shall excuse thedirector or pro- 
moter. If the statement is in the nature 
of an expert report it will excuse the di- 
rectors or promoteis, unless they had 
reason to believe it was without founda- 
tion. There are some other provisions 
on this point which need not be speci- 
fied. 

The Bill proposes to make a very ma- 
terial change in the fees on registration, 
which are graded. A company with a 
capital of $10,000 is to pay $10 in fees, 
and the payments are graded so that a 
company with $25,000 capital will pay 
!?15; one with $100,000 capital, $-10; one 
with $500,000 capital, $120; ami one with 
$1,000,000 capital, $245. If the capital is 
over a million there will be an additiona 
25 cents for each ij'5,000. When the 
capital of a company is not divided into 
shares the fees aro graded from $10 to 
$100, according to the number of mem- 
bers. 

The whole act appears to have been 
prepared with a very great deal of care, 
and while there will undoubtedly be 
some difference of opinion upon many 
o( its provisions, no one will deny that 
an effort has been made to meet the re- 
quirements of the situation, which ad- 
mittedly calls for some legislation.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

A very interesting question came up 
in the house yesterday when the Provin- 
cial Secretary raised tho point that Mr. 
Macpherson's motion in regard to the 
manner of handling crown lands on the 
sea coaBt and on navigable rivers was out 
of order. Col. Baker's point is that the 
motion was substantially an attempt to 
amend the land law, and therefore could 
not be entertained mpleea accompanied 
by a message from tho Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, inasmuch as the land act deals 
with revenue matters. There seems to 
be another objection to the motion as 
presented, namely, that it is an attempt 
to declare the meaning of an act of the 
legislature. When once an act has been' 
passed its interpretation iB a matter 
for tho courts, and the legislature 
cannot declare what was meant 
by it except by a new enactment. By 
the motion tho house is asked to declare 
that tho act " ahall not apply" to cer- 
tain lands. But as a matter of fact tho 
act does apply to those lands. Mr. Fos- 
ter made the point that the act left tho 
matter discretionary with tho Commis- 
sioner of Lands, and that tho motion 
only sought to express the opinion of 
the house as to how that discretion 
should be) exercised. But the motion 
does more than this. If its language 
has any meaning, it ia virtually a repeal 
ol the land act as far as the sale of these 
anda goes. What the rules and prece- 
lents of the house may warrant, Mr. 
Speaker will probably decide to-day ; 
but it iB very clear if the house can pass 
an act this year and next year declare 
by resolution that it did not mean what 
it said, adoor will be opened for a good 
deal of loosoneBs in legislative work. 

There was a little breeze over the 
amount paid to the Vancouver World for 
advertising delinquent tax lists. Dr., 
Walkem brought it up and Mr. Semlin 
added his views. The Premier very 
adroitly turned the tables on the two 
critics by inviting them to move a reso- 
lution to have the particulars of the 
transaction submitted to tho house. Aa 
no resolution was moved, the presump- 
tion is that the gentlemen who brought 
the matter into discussion prefer to have 
it left aB it stands, and do not in point of 
fact care to know what the exact facts 
are. ^ 

Dr. AYalkem and Mr. Semlin were 
good enough to assure the. house that 
they really do not care about what the 
newspapers say. Of course not. Any 
one who has edited a newspaper for a 
week knows how very little people care 
for what the papers say. The public 
would be amused to know the manner 
in which this indifference is manifested.

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

To Study the Condition of the Lower Fraser 
—Vice-President ol the Farmers' 
Alliance. 

Mr. Jos. R. Roy, of Montreal, the en- 
gineer sent out by the Dominion govern- 
ment in connection with the survey of 
the lower Fraser, arrived last night and 
is at the Driard. On his way to the 
Coast Mr. Roy stopped over at Revel- 
stoke to examine the damage done by 
the encroachments of the Columbia river 
on the townsite, and he will prepare a 
report on the matter to be sent to Ottawa. 
Mr. Roy will have charge of the field 
work of the survey which has in view 
the finding out, if possible, of some 
method of preventing the recurrence of 
the overflow of farming lands on the 
Lower Fraser. He intends after getting 
the staff at work to visit the whole dis- 
trict subject to overflow before the spring 
freshets and then after the high water in 
the summer will find out just what dam- 
ace has been done. Consequently he 
will remain in the province several 
months. His headquarters will be at 
Weatminster. 

W.H. Hayward,of Metchosin, returned 
last night from Westminster, where he 
last weeK attended the meeting of the 
farmers' convention at Westminster. 
The object of the association, which has 
been named "The Farmers' Alliance of 
British Columbia," is, Mr. Hayward re- 
marked, to bring about co-operation 
among the farmers of the pro- 
vince so that they may work 
together for one common end — the 
benefit of the farming industry.

Hayward was greatly pleased at the cor- 
dial manner in which the Mainland 
farmers greeted him as one of the Island 
representatives, and the meeting elected 
him as one of the vice-presidents of the 
alliance.

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 
SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday | Feb. 10. 

The Speaker, took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. S. Cleaver. 

PET1TION8, 

Mr. KogerB, Cariboo — From Peter 
Curran Dunlevy.Theo. Lubbe and D. R. 
Harris for a charter to mine certain parts 
of the bed of the Cottonwood river and 
to divert the course of the river for the 
purpose of mining; also to acquire cer- 
tain r^hta and privileges incidental to 
mining. 

Mr. Rogers — From the Lillooet, Fraser 
River & Cariboo Gold Fields (Ltd.), ask- 
ing for certain alterations in their char- 
ter. 

Mr. Hume— For a private bill to incor- 
porate a waterworks company at Bran- 
don. 

Mr. Hume— From J. A. Mara and 
others re the Lardeau railway. 

Mr. Senilin— For a hill to incorporate 
the Thompson River Hydraulic Co. 

Capt. Irving — From Warburton Pike 
and others for a private bill for a rail- 
way from Stickeen river to Dense lake. 

The following petitions were read and 
received :

From H. T. Braydon a-nd others, of 
the town of Trail, in support of a pri 
vate bill re supplying of water to that 
town. 

Mr. Booth presented a report from the 
private bills committee, that the stand- 
ing' orders in connection with the un 
dermeutioned petitions have been com 
plied with : 

Of the Okanagan Water-power Com 
pany. 

Of the South Kootenay Water-power 
Company. 

Of West Kootenay Power and Light 
Company, Ltd., in so far as the district 
of Kootenay is concerned. 

Of the Fairview. Power, Water and 
Telephone Company, Ltd. 

The petition of the Cascade Water 
power and Light Company, Ltd. 

The report was read and adopted. 

Dr. Walkem, on a question of privi- 
lege, took exception to an article in the 
Vancouver World criticising his re 
markB on the advertising of the tax 
sales by the government in that paper 
The World had intimated that he (Dr 
Walkem) had said that he was only a 
pseudo-newspaper man; but he could 
recall the time when the editor of the 
World had been a peddler of 
Bibles and a correspondent of the 
O.obe at the same time — a rather pe 
culiar combination, Dr. Walkem sub 
mitted, as anyone who knew anything 
about newspaper men would think. Dr. 
Walkem then went on, as a newspaper 
man himself, to claim that he was right 
when he said that the government had 
paid too much for the advertising that 
appeared in the World. 

Mr. Semlin, in reference to the same 
article, said he would like to correct the 
statement that he had said the work had 
coat ifl a line. What he had said was 
that the government bad given an over- 
due amount of patronage to the World. 

The Premier was at a loss to know 
what Dr. Walkem's objection was. He 
noticed a complimentary reference to 
" the chameleon-like member for South 
Nanaimo," and that gentleman could 
hardly object to that. 

Dr. Walkem, rising— " Without inter- 
rupting" 

Mr. Speaker—" But you are interrupt- 
ing," as the Premier was still on his 
feet. 

The Premier went on to gay that he 
only wished to know what was the com- 
plaint. 

Dr. Walkem — "Well, if you can't un- 
derstand it I am not astonished if the 
World did get away with the treasury." 

The Premier replied that the World 
had not got away with the treasury, 
though that was not to say there were 
not certain gentlemen who had tried to 
do so. He did not, however, think it 
was necessary Co point them out. If 
Dr. Walkem complained of an over 
charge the Premier's information was 
that there had not been an overcharge 
for the advertising, for great care was 
taken at the time the advertis- 
ing was given out. If Dr. Walkem did 
think there was an overcharce the hon 
member should have moved a resolution 
for a return to be laid before the house 
showing the whole transaction. 

RESOLUTIONS ON CROWN LANDS SALES. 

Mr. Macpheraon continued the debate 
on his motion, "that this house is of opin- 
ion that the authority conferred upon 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works to sell lands should not apply to 
lands upon the sea coast and navigable 
arms, inlets and rivers as far as navig 
able, as it is impossible at present to 
say what portions of said lands may in 
future be required for fishing stations, 
and that no applications already made 
for which crown grants have not been 
issued should bo granted, but that leases 
be granted in lieu thereof, unless the ap- 
plicants already have lease, in which 
caHe their applications for crown grantB 
should be cancelled." 

Mr. Macpheraon- repeated practically 
the contention ho made during the de- 
bate on the reply to tho» speech from the 
throne. 

Hon. Mr. Martin in replying said, 
that as Chief Commissioner of the Lands 
and Works department he had en- 
deavored to carry out the law. The 
land act had been passed by this house, 
and now Mr. Macpheraon was complain- 
ing that the act was working injuriously 
to the province, but in this he (Mr. 
Martin) did not agree. There wbb a 
coast line of 700 or 800 miles, and was 
the province to reserve all this coast line 
because there were a few fishing stations 
along it? The policy of the government, 
of bourse, should be to derive the moat 
benefit for the province out of the (iah- 
eries and other resources, and while the 
objection might bo taken that the 
motion was out of order, dealing aa it 
did with the revenue of the province, 
yet perhaps the same object might be 
attained by the following amendment, 
which ho would move, seconded by the 
Provincial Secretary: 

" To leavo out all words after 'that' 
in the firBt lino and in lieu thereof in- 
sert, ' It is desirable for the government 
to consider whether lands upon the ecu 
coast and upon navigable arms, inlets 
and rivers bo far as navigable should not 
be withdrawn from sale, and that instead 
of sule a policy of leasing should bo 
adopted.' " 

Mr. Semlin in supporting the resolu- 
tion said that it was a censure on the 
Cummiisiouer of Lauds and Woiks for 



not carrying out the powers given him 
under the Land Act. 

Hon. Mr. Martin — " You mean for 
carrying out the provisions of the Land 
Act." 

Mr. Semlin dissented from the Chief 
Commissioner, and waa followed by Mr. 
Foster, who wished to take from the 
Chief Commissioner the power of de- 
ciding whether or not he could sell 
lands. 

Hon. Mr. Baker thought the mover of 
the resolution was very ungrateful to the 
Chief Commissioner who might, had he 
wished, have claimed that the resolution 
was out of order, for as the Land Act 
was brought down by message from the 
Lieut. -Governor it could not be amended 
by a resolution brought up by a private 
member. 

A discussion arose over the point of 
order and the debate was adjourned till 
to-day to give an opportunity of huntiug 
up authorities. 

The adjourned debate on the motion 
of Mr. Hume, " That an order of the 
house bo granted for a return showing 
the number of land transfers in West 
Kootenay for the year 1S90," was re- 
sumed, and 

Mr. Sword moved to amend the mo- 
tion by adding : "(b.)The particulars 
of each lot so transferred; (c.) The 
amount of fees collected on such trans- 
fers." 

The motion as amended was carried. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Helmcken asked the Attorney- 
General; 1. Was any action taken by 
the government on the finding of the 
coroner's jury on the investigation of 
the Point Fllice bridge disaster, which 
occurred on the 'Joth May last past? 

2. If no action waa taken, why were 
the parties responsible for such disaster 
not prosecuted according to law? 

The Attorney-General replied: 

1. "No." 

2. " The bearing and eflect of the ver- 
dict were carefully considered, ami after 
due deliberation it was decided that 
criminal proceedings instituted against 
any particular parties would bo ineffec- 
tive." 

Mr. Graham asked the Provincial Sec- 
retary : 

1. Have all railways subject to the 
provisions of the " British Columbia 
Railway Act" complied with the condi 
tions imposed by sub-section (9) and (10) 
of section 31 as to submitting tariff of 
tolls charged, for approval of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council? 

2. If not, has their attention been 
drawn to the omiasion? 

The Provincial Secretary replied : 

1. " The railways subject to the pro- 
visions of the B. C. Ry. Act have not 
submitted a tariff of tolls." 

2. "Yes." 

Mr. Graham asked the Provincial 
Secretary : 

1. How many railways in British Col- 
umbia are subject to the provisions of 
the British Columbia Railway Act, also 
the names of such railway companies? 

2. IJow many of those companies have 
transmitted to the Provincial Secretary 
the account called for by sub-section (i of 
sec, 44 of the British Columbia Railway 
Act? 

3. If any companies' have not trans- 
mitted the accounts called for by the 
act, has the Provincial Secretary drawn 
their attention to the omission? 

4. If not, why not? 

The Provincial Secretary replied : 

1. "Two, the Victoria & Sidney, and 
Kaslo & Slocan. 

2. Neither railway has done ao. The 
date due for such return ia 15 days after 
the commencement of the session. 

3. The companies have been so re- 
minded. 

4. Replied to by answer 3." 

Mr. Graham asked the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works: 

1. How many railway companies have 
transmitted to the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Work" a statement of ac- 
cidents, whether to life or property, as 

required by sections 71 and 72 of the 
" British Columbia Railway Act?" 

2. The names of, such railway com- 
panies. 

3. Has the Chief Commissioner given 
directions aa to the form in which re- 
turns shall be -made, as directed in sec- 
tion 73 of aaid act? 

4. If not, why not? 

The Chief Commissioner replied : 

1. " No returns have yet been made." 

2. "Only two, the Victoria & Sidney 
and Kaslo & Slocan." 

3. " YeB." 

Mr. Smith introduced the Cascade 
Water-power and Light Co. bill, which 
waa read a first time and referred to the 
private bills committee. 

The hoiiBu went into committee on the 
Co-operative Associations bill, with Mr. 
Bryden in the chair, and having report- 
ed progreBa asked leave to sit again. 

Mr. Helmcken, before adjournment, 
drew attention to a letter in the Ross- 
land Miner and the statement that the 
legislature last year had withdrawn the 
right of free miners to cut timber ex- 
cept on their own claims, and said he 
would bring up the matter in the house 
in the regular way. Mr. Helmcken also 
asked if the government intended to in- 
troduce the bill for the incorporation of 
Rossland as a government measure. 

Hon. D. M. Eberte replied that under 
the present conditions of the Municipal 
Act none of the towns now applying for 
incorporation could get their (lowers 
until next January. It was therefore 
important that such places as Nelson 
and Roaaland be allowed powers of in- 
corporation at once so that they could 
proceed with highly necessary works, 
Buch as sewerage and fire protection. 
This special power would only apply till 
the end of the year, when the towns 
would come under the Municipal Act. 

Mr. Huff was added to the mining 
committee, Mr. Hunter, one of the 
members, being away.

FAIIJIERS' ALLIANCE. 

Official Report or the Cheap Money Convert 
tion Recently Held at New 
Westminster. 

New Westminster, Feb. 12.— (Spec- 
ial) — The adjourned meeting of the 
"cheap money for farmera " convention 
was held as advertised, at 2 p.m. in the 
city hall. Mr. H. T. Thrift, president 
pro tern of the Farmers' Alliance of B.C. 
occupied the chair, Mr. R. McBride, of 
Eburne, acting as secretary. Tho secre- 
tary read an explanation from Mr. Max 
well, M.P., of hia non-attendance at the 
previous meeting. The municipal coun 
oil of Chilliwack notified the convention 
that Mr. A. S. Vedder had been appoint 
ed a delegate to represent Chiiliwacl 
on the deputation appointed to lay tin 
"ciieap money" question before the 
government. The municipal councils of 
Dowdney, Surrey and Richmond ex 
pressed their sympathy with the cause, 
but regretting their inability to appoint 
delegates to represent, them. 

Hon. J. II. Turner in reply to former 
resolutions wrote stating the cheap 
money question will have the serious 
consideration of the government. On 
motion of Mr. E. Huteherson, seconded 
by Mr. A. Heath, the communications 
were filed for future consideration. 

On motion of Mr. Huteherson, the 
Farmers' Alliance of British Columbia 
was formally organized with the follow- 
ing ollicera : H. T. Thrift of Hazelmere, 
president; R. McBride of Eburne, sec- 
retary; W. H. Hayward, Metchosin, 
first vice-president; E. Huteherson, 
Ladners, second vice-president; E. Pos- 
ton, Okanagan, third vice-president; 
and Mr. Irkin, Comox, fourth vice-pres- 
ident. The following committee of di- 
rectors waa appointed— G. Hadwen, 
Duncana; John Ridley, Langley ; E. C 
Wells, Chilliwack ; J. A. Skinner, Sil- 
verdale; and D. Stevens, Victoria. 

Tho officers and committee were in- 
structed to revise the constitution of tho 
society and submit it to the next meet 
iug. 

Mr. E. A. Haggen, of New Zealand, 
next addressed the meeting at consider 
able length on the advantages of cheap 
money to develop a new country, also 
the different methods of obtaining cheap 
money through government assistance, 
and on farm security. He explained 
what the system had done for tho Aus- 
tralian colonies, Germany, and parts of 
the United States, and also spoke on 
State ownership of railways. He showed 
what he claimed the people of Canada 
are losing by their present system, and 
closed his address by a brief reference to 
women suffrage. 

Mr. Hayward, of Metchosin, tho next 
speaker, ueclared • that the farmera of 
Vancouver Island are heartily in sym- 
pathy with the cheap money movement, 
and are prepared to co-operate with tho 
farmera of the Mainland iii this and 
other matters. 

After further remarka by Messrs. R. 
(J. Clarke, A. Ferguson, A. S. Vedder, 
R. McBride, J. A. Skinner, E. Hutcher- 
Bon, II. T. Thrift, J. Ridley, Mr. Ewen 
and others, it was decided to make an 
effort to amalgamate the dairymen's and 
fruit growers' associations, under tl 
name of the Farmers' Alliance of British 
Columbia. The advisability of inviting 
women to attend local meetings gener- 
ally was also discussed. 

The following resolutions were passed 
unanimously : 

1. That the delegation appointed at 
the first meeting of the convention be 
instructed to urge upon the government 
the necessity for relief to be granted at 
once from the operation of the iniquitous 
mortgage tax, otherwise, the tax on the 
debts we owe. 

2. That in the opinion of this meeting 
of farmers, the government should grant 
no charter for the construction of any 
railway, but that railways should he 
constructed and operated by the govern- 
ment in the interests of the people at 
large. 

3. That a report of this meeting be 
sent to tho Victoria Colonist, the Vic- 
toria Times and tho Province. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. 
Ilaggen, of New Zealand, for his ad- 
dress. The choice of an official organ 
for the Farmers' Alliance of British Col- 
umbia waa left to tho delegation to 
meet in Victoria on the 23rd instant, it 
being representative of both Island and 
Mainland. 

It was finally arranged that the depu- 
tation appointed to wait upon the gov- 
ernment should meet at tiie Oriental 
hotel, Victoria, on the evening of the 
23rd instant, and meet the goverment the 
following day (Wednesday), the 24th in- 
stant.

WORK FOE THE LEGISLATURE. 

Totiik Editou:— It appears to be the 
intention of the' government during the 
preaent session to amend the " Com- 
panies Act." Let us hope they will do 
the work thoroughly and so put an end 
to what promises to work-irreparable in- 
jury to the province. 

Tho present vicious system of stocking 
companies ought to he prevented. The 
capital stock of a company now depends 
only on the Btrength of the" pro- 
moters' imagination, and has no 
necessary connection with either the 
value of the property owned by 
the company, or the amount of money 
that will be required for its des-elop- 
ment. Indeed, many of the companies 
now coming into existence do not actu- 
ally contemplate development; for al- 
most as soon as they can get their pros- 
pectus before tho public they lire trying 
to sell their recently acquired property 
at a greatly enhanced price. The iBsue 
of a prospectus seems to bo designed as 
a sort of trap for the unwary ; something 
that will lead them to think there must 
be value about the property or the stock 
company would not have been formed 
(ostensibly) to work it. 

Even, however, should there be a 
bona fide intention to work, the method 
of raising the necessary funds, at pre- 
sent adopted, ia moat reprehensible and 
most unfair. The promoters, who fre- 
quently never paid a cent for their in- 
terest, get the lion's share and can do 
very much as they like with the sub- 
scribers. Treasury stock is offered to 
the public, but no one knows whether 
he is paying for treasury or promoters' 
Btock. The certificates are not ear- 
marked. In this way promoters may 
pocket a large sum of money and leave 
the credulous shareholders with a worth- 
less property on their hands. 

Anyone who is acquainted with min- 
ing knows that the failure of a great 
many concerns arises from insufficient 
working capital. Now, on tho preaent 
ridiculous system, a new company never 
knowH what its working capital will he, 
because it cannot know whether its 
sharea will bring 1 cent or 20 cents. If 
it does not dispose of treasury stock suf- 
ficiont to raise ample working capital 
failure must result, and the holders of 
treaaury stock, who are always in a min- 
ority, must auffer. 

No company ought to be allowed to go 
to allotment until all the working cap- 
ital has been subscribed, and the amount 
ought to be certified by some reliable 
engineer, who has had a thorough train- 
ing in his business — not a man of the 
stamp referred to by Mr. Kellie the 
other day in the house. 

' Another matter demanding the seri- 
ous attention of the legislature is the 
liability of directors for the statements 
contained in prospectuses. Their re- 
sponsibility should be clearly stated in 
the act. They would then be much more 
careful than they are at present to see 
that the statements issued to the public, 
to influence subscriptions, are either 
facts of observation or inference, or the 
opinions of men who are fully qualified 
technically and morally. 

At the present time there is a pros- 
pectus containing the names of a num- 
ber of influential men in Eastern Canada, 
beinc published in tho newspapers, and, 
to put it mildly, thiB prospectus simply 
glitters with inaccuracies. Carelessness 
or ignorance blunders in all directions, 
so that when errors are numerous and 
all point in one direction, they cannot 
logically be ascribed to any of the above 
causes. 

There is one other matter which, al 
though not coming within the scope of 
this communication, demands a passing 
notice, owing to its bearing on the same 
subject, and that ia the responsibility of 
the editors of newspapers. So long aB it 
is possible to find newspaper reporters 
who are willing to "write up " particular 
properties for a consideration, either in 
Bhares or caBh, bo long will newspaper 
reports be unreliable, and editors should 
uao their utmost endeavors to weed such 
men out of their profession.

MR. BLAKE'S OPINION. 

What the Member for Longford, Ireland, 
Says on the Subject- of Manitoba 
Schools. 

Quebec, Feb, 16.— Le Soleil lias re- 
ceived from Roma a letter written by 
Hon. Edward Blake iu reply a coln "_ 
munication from Hon. Cb.>- g> Fimpatrick, 
asking the former's P^' m j on aa to wheth- 
er or not the '^dgment of the Privy 
Council . er'Jitled the Roman Catholics of 
Manitf ja to the restoration of separate 
J^'joIb as they existed prior to 18'J0,and 
iull information as to the power of the 
Dominion parliament iu restoring the 
same. 

In replying Hon. Mr. Blake says : " I 
think it ib an entiro misapprehension of 
the judgment of the judicial committee 
in Brophy's case to say its effect was 
that the" Roman Catholic minority iu 
Manitoba were entitled to their separ- 
ate schools as enjoyed by them previous 
to the Manitoba act of 18 l J0. The gist 
of that judgment was that, contrasting 
the state of things under laws prior to 
IS',10, with that created by laws of 1890, 
the rights or privileges which the Roman 
Catholics had enjoyed under the former 
has been affected by the latter laws, 
thus rendering admissible an appeal to 
the (iovernor-General-in-Council under 
the Manitoba union act, and giving the 
Governor-General jurisdiction to proceed 
under that act. 

" It is absolutely clear that the judicial 
committee drew a sharp and an abso- 
lutely true line between this question of 
jurisdiction of the Governor-General-in- 
Council and , the question whether 
at all, and, if so, in what form and 
to what extent, jurisdiction should 
be exercised by the Canadian authori- 
ties. These -were questions, not iecal, 
but political, not of a binding obliga- 
tion, but of a discretion on which the 
judicial committee were not and could 
not be properly asked to decicie, which 
during the argument they plainly inti- 
mated to be beyond their judicial pro- 
vince, and as to which they expressly 
say that ' the course to be pursued must 
be determined by the authorities to 
whom it is committed by the statute,and 
it is not for this tribunal to prescribe 
the precise steps to be taken. Their gen- 
eral character is sufficiently defined by 
the third sub-section of section 22 of the 
Manitoba Act.' "

BUTLER— MURDERER. 

The Dispute Over Possession of His Bag- 
gage May Become an Interesting 
Controversy. 

S^n Francisco, Feb. 10.— That justice 
cjurt suit to get possession of the mit- 
cellaneous lot of articles found in But- 
tler's luggage has become a national 
and may become an international ques 
tion. Not only did United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Foote get telegraphic in- 
structions from Attorney-General Har- 
mon to intervene in the extradition pro 
ceedings for the purpose of having these 
articles impounded as evidence, Dutaddi 
tional instructions, also by telegraph, have 
been received to proceed against Attor 
ney Pidwell, who brought the suit, for 
contempt of court and for attempting to 
obstruct a United States marshal in the 
discharge of his duty by process from a 
state court. 

District Attorney Foote has not yet 
decided just how iie will proceed to fo 
low these instructions. lie may apply 
to the circuit court for a citation against 
Pidwell, requiring him to show cause 
why he should not be adjudged in con- 
tempt. It is quite likely, however that 
this will not be done until the suit in 
the justice court is disposed of.

AFFAIRS IN CUBA. 

Havana Bourse Suspends— Scarcity of Beef 
Likely to Make Free Importations 
Necessary. 

Havana, Feb., 16. — The Havana auth- 
orities, in view of the scarcity of beef, 
have decided to request the government 
to allow the free importation of cattle 
from the United States and from Mexico. 

The bourse suspended operations to- 
day. Fear of the inability to comply 
with the recent fiscal edicts of Captain- 
General Weyler is given as the cause of 
the suspension. . 

Captain-General Weyler has issued an 
edict completely prohibiting speculation 
in exhanging bank hills for coin, or vice 
versa, in the exchange houses, where 
this has been the practice, and ordering 
these establishments to aflix the edict on 
their doors over the national colors, 
with the number of the " Matriculations 
subsidy," and quotations in the ex- 
change of gold and silver. It further 
prohibits on the Island of Cuba 
the selling of government lottery 
tickets. Persons violating the provisions 
of this edict will be dealt with as assist- 
ing in the rebellion. Cap tian- General 
Weyler was camped yesterday in the 
Northern district of Sanct iSpiritus. 

The Spanish merchants of Cienfuegos 
are organizing a company to establish 
and operate a new steamship line be- 
tween Cuba and New York City in op- 
position to the Ward line. 

Nhw York, Feb. 1(1. — A special to the 
World from Cuba says: " The case of 
Sylvester Scovell, the World corres- 
pondent, has been reported on by the 
authorities and four indictments have 
been found against him. The first 
count accuses him of an act of rebellion 
for having travelled in the field without 
a military passport as required by pro- 
clamation. The second count accuses him 
of the possession of false papers in the 
name of Harry Williams ; the third for 
having procured the same, and the 
fourth for the use of the papers. The 
papers in the cause have been sent to 
Santa Clara. Scovill will remain in 
Sancti Spiritus until his examination 
takes place at Santa Clara. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 10.— John D. Hart 
was placed on trial in the U.S. District 
court to-day to answer to the charge of 
setting on foot and providing means for 
a military expedition against Spain, 
thereby violating the neutrality law of 
the United States. The ease which was 
postponed from the December term of 
court is in connection with an alleged 
filibustering trip to Cuba of the steamer 
Laurada last fall. 



London*, Feb. 10.— In. ' c ne House of 
Commons the fl-„ t i ord f t i 10 treasury, 
Mr " 1, J. Balfour, replying to Mr. 
O'Connor, asked the house to defer the 
discussion of tho Cretan question and 
the government's action with reference 
to it. He added that if the Greeks had 
baen allowed h> go to Crete on tho auth- 
ority oi tho vr«wn the result would bo a 
European war. 

Sir "William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader, said he did not desire to 
embarrass the government. But he 
thought that the statement which 
titie Marquis of Salisbury made 
yesterday in the House of Lords 
condemned tho government of Greece, 
and if so, Sir William added, 
Her Majesty's government did not repre- 
sent the opinion of the English people. 
Mr. O'Connor then wit hdrew his motion. 

In the house |of commons to-day the 
education bill passed its Eecondji ending 
by a vote of 355 to 150. 

An oflicial despatch from Manila con- 
firms the first reports of a Spanish vic- 
tory over the insurgents of the Philip- 
pine Islands. The naval commander of 
the Philippine Islands telegraphs that 
he has bombarded the coasts in the \i- 
cinity of the seaport, town of Camile, a 
fortified city of the island of Luzon, ten 
miles from Manila, destroying the 
trenches and inflicting severe losses 
among tho enemy. 

An oflicial dispatch from Bombay Fays 
that 1,835 deaths occurred there during 
tho week ending Friday, Feb. 12, of 
which 813 were due to bubonic plague. 
At 1'oona 17 cases of the plague were re- 
ported as compared with 411 cases during 
the week previous. At Karachi 2(>'J 
deaths were reported as compared with 
2'J7, 1S1 and 200 deaths during'the three 
weeks previous. 

The Indian government has forbidden 
pilgrims from Bombay and Scinde to 
embark on any ship from any port of 
India. All the pilgiinis who have 
already arrived at seaport town with the 
view of proceeding to Hedjaz, Arabia, 
are to be detained in a camp of inspec- 
tion until tho plague is abated, when 
they will be sent home at the expense of 
the government. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Capetown says that the Transvaal re- 
public has demanded £321.000 indemnity 
on account of the raiil of Dr. Jameson. 

The morning papers publish telegrams 
stating that the British naval expedi 
tion advancing toward Benin city for 
the purpose of punishing the King of 
Benin, murder of Consul Phillips' party, 
has met strong opposition. Commander 
Pritchard was killed in fighting at 
Sapelo. 

Osmond Walter Jell's, an old employe 
of the Pacific Steam Navigation Co., has 
been arrested in Liverpool. It is alleged 
he decamped with $10,000 while en route 
to Mexico via the United States. He is 
a geologist and a member of the British 
Association. 

Sir Alfred Milner has been appointed 
governor of Cape Colony, to succeed 
Lord Rosemead, better known as Sir 
Hercules Robinson, who resigned on ac- 
count of ill-health. Sir Alfred Milner, 
K.C.B., son of C!ui8. Milner, Esq., M.D., 
was born in 1864, educated at Balliol, 
Oxford (B. A., 1877, M.A., 1879); waB 
principal private secretary to the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer ( Rt. Hon. G. J. 
Goschen), 1SS7-8!); and secretary of fin- 
ance in Egypt, 1889-02, since which time 
he has been chairman of the board of 
internal revenue; tie successfully con- 
tested Middlesex, Harrow division (Lib- 
eral) in 188"). He is the author of " ling- 
land in Egypt." 

SANITARY CONFERENCE 

To Preveni the Spread of Cholera and Stop 
the Ravages of Bubonic Plague. 

Venice, Feb. 10. — The sanitary con- 
ference opened this afternoon at the 
Royal palace. Count Bonin Longare, 



the under secretary for foreign affairs, 
welcomed the delegates on be- 
half of King Humbert. The Aus- 
trian delegate thanked the Count 
for this expression of welcome, 
and said that the task before the confer- 
ence at Venice, Vienna and Paris was to 
ascertain how far the precautionary 
measures adopted to prevent the spread 
of cholera were adaptable to prevent the 
ravages of the bubonic plague, also to 
ratify thi' decisions of the Paris confer- 
ence which are still in abeyance. Count 
Bonin was elected chairman. The nro- 
gramme proposed by the Austrian dele- 
gate was road and it was decided tu dis- 
cuss it to-moi-rovi'.'

The President Elect Laid Aside but Expected 
to Soon Recover. 

Canton, O., Feb. 10. — Maj. McKinley 
was confined to his room last night and 
his doctors advised him to see no visitors 
until he has recovered from his cold. 
ThiB is the first time he has been inac- 
cessible to callers since his return from 
Columbus over a year ago. 

Dr. Phillips, at 9:30 o'clock to-night, 
said: "Mr. McKinley is doing nicely. 
He is getting along very satisfactorily.

'lURKEY'S LITTLE GA'^E. 

Preparing For Eventualities— The Cretan 
Movement Fostered to Distract 
Attention. 

Constantinople, Feb. 16.— The opin- 
ion iu oflicial circles here is that the licet 
of the powers will be instructed to occu 
py the island of Ctindia very shortly and 
that pressure will be brought to bear up- 
on both Turkey and Greece in order that 
open war may be averted. Should actual 
hostilities commence Turkey would have 
little difficulty in sending au over 
whelming force of troops into Tbessaly. 
But the Turks fear that tho island of 
Crete in any case is practically lost to 
the Ottoman empire. 

There are already indications in the 
Balkan peninsula that war between 
Greece and Turkey would be followed by 
a serious conflict there, and it is believed 
that the powers are not yet ready to face 
such acondition of affairs. In the mean 
while Turkey is preparing for eventuali- 
ties and thecallingoutof the Greek army 
reserves of the class of 1893 and 1805 
will be met by the assembling of the 
Turkish troops near tho frontier of 
Greece. A large Turkish force at Salo- 
mon is in readiness to move at any mo- 
ment. It is not believed, however, that 
war will be declared. 

Most important communications are 
being exchanged betwen the auxbassa 
dors of the powers and the porte, 
and it is understood that" th 
Sultan has assurance that Greece 
will not be allowed to disturb 
tho peace of Europe, although certain 
irregularities in her recant actions will 
have to be overlooked. It has also been 
represented to the Sultan that King 
George had to choose between a revolu 
tion in Greece and a demonstration in 
Cretan waters on the part of the Greek 
lltet. and that naturally he bowed to 
popular clamor and sent the torpedo 
(lot ilia to Crete. 

The Turkish officials, under the cir 
cumstances, are behaving admirably 
and are seemingly wilhug to meet the 
views of the powers in every way. It is 
true that the alternative may 
be the threatened disruption of 
the Turkish empire, but in any case 
tho Turks are not fretting tinder the 
prohibition placed upon them of sending 
reinforcements to Crete, and in so doing 
the Sultan is acting in a highly politic 
manner. Indeed, the Cretan trouble has, 
at least for the moment, driven the more 
important questions of the projected re- 
forms for the Turkish empire into the 
background so effectually that there are 
people who intimate that the wily Turk 
has been at the bottom of all the" recent 
developments in Crete, and even at 
Athens; that the revolutionary move- 
ment in Crete has been secretly fostered 
in order to draw the attention of Europe 
from more important matters. 

STANDARDS OF MONEY. 

Senator Chandler Says That Owing to the 
Currency Controversy Prices Have 
Not Touched Bottom. 

Washington, Feb. 10. — Mr. Chandler, 
of New Hampshire, was recognized to 
day for a speech of which he had given 
notice on hie resolution, reciting that 
" it is the sense of the senate that the 
United States should not permanently 
acquiesce in a single gold standard, and 
that the efforts of the goverment in all its 
branches should be steadily directed to 
secure and maintain the use of silver 
well as gold as standard money, with the 
free coinage of both, and under a system 
of bimetallism to be established through 
international agreement, or with Euch 
safeguards of legislation as will insure 
the parity in value of the two metals 
a fixed ratio, furnish a sufficient volume 
of metallic money and give immunity to 
the world of trade from violent fluctua 
lions in exchange." 

Mr. Chandler's speech, which lasted 
three hours, was one of tho notable 
efforts of the present session, not only 
for the scholarly way in which lie pre- 
sented tiie question from his standpoint 
but tor tho bitter sarcasm addressed to 
Senator Palmer, the Indianapolis gold 
convention, and the arraignment of 
the Bilver Republicans who bolted at the 
St. Louis convention. He took tip 
the fall of prices, particularly 
in farm products, resulting from 
the demonetization of silver, and 
declared that within the last twenty 
years there had been a steady fall of 
prices in all classes of property. His 
own conviction was that silver demone- 
tization was at the bottom of this 
downward movement in prices, and 
caused him to seriously doubt whether 
the era of restored prosperity was near 
at band. He was led to the conclusion, 
he said, that priceB had not yot "touched 
bottom."
